The item described in the present application 
is a unique system or network by which intellectual properties may be 
electronically transferred from the creator or owner to persons wishing to purchase 
the unlimited or limited use thereof in a fashion which reduces the risk of 
unauthorized or uncompensated use of the information being transferred. 
In reply , such argument feature is clearly taught in the Heller Report. See 
paragraph 23 of the previous rejection and page 10 of Heller Report.
